foreign gifts | 
or donations in order to defray the costs of, or enhance 
the overation 
of, the Marshall Center. 
ce i received by the Secretary under paragraph

be credited to. appropriations available for the 
Department o ; 
Defense for the Marshall Center. Funds so credited shall 
be merged ae ; 
with the appropriations to which credited and shall be 
available 
for the Marshall Center for the same purposes and 
same neriod 
as the appropriations with which meraed. 
(4) The Secretarv of Defense shall notify Congress if 
the total _ Notification. 
amount of money accepted under paragraph (1) exceeds 
$2.000.000 
in anv fiscal vear. Anv such notice shall list
